STARVE AFTER IT WITHERS 


Thousands Flee From Aegean 
Islands, King Says; Children 
“Dying by Hundreds.” 

NEW YORK, June 17 (AP). — 
Villagers on the islands of the 
Aegean face certain death from 
starvation and children on the 
Greek mainland are “dying by the 
hundreds,” King George II, exiled 
ruler of Greece, said last night. 

“During the last few months the 
population of the villages in the 
islands was compelled to subsist 
on wild grass which, however, with 
the coming of spring and the dry 
season, has withered and disap- 
peared, “the King said in an ad- 
dress at a private dinner of the 
Greek War Relief Society. 

“In no other part of Greece is 
starvation so appalling,” he said, 
adding that thousands of women 
and children had ‘escaped from the 
islands and fled to Turkey, Cyprus, 
Lebanon and Egypt. 


NAZI CRITICISM OF WORDING

Newspaper Scolds Families of the 
Fallen for Dropping Term “in 
Proud Grief.” 

BERN, June 17 (AP).—A Ger- 
man Nazi party newspaper, crit- 
icising the attitude of the home 
front, complained today against 
the wording of published notices of 
soldiers’ deaths.

After ‘rescue work was com- 
pleted, Lieut Richards telephoned 
from Honolulu to his wife, who is 
staying in Long Beach, Cal., with 
their 5-year-old daughter, Lynn, 
and informed her he was safe. 
Later he wrote, laconically saying, 
“Everything under control and am 
well and happy.” 

This message was passed along 
to his father, J. J. Richards, con- 
struction manager of the plant ex- 
pansion of the Scullin Steel Co., 
who had last heard from him be- 
fore the Midway battle. 

Lieut. Richfirds. was more ex- 
plicit: when interviewed by corre- 
spondents after the battle. He de- 
scribed how the four flying boats 
started. off together and had diffi- 
culty staying together in the 
blackness of the night. One plane 
got. out of the formation but all 
reached the ‘target, which turned 


ships steaming along, blacked out. 

Lieut. Richards told Robert J. 
Casey, Post-Dispatch and Chicago 
Daily News correspondent, that he 
gave the word to attack when some 
clouds cleared and they could see 
fairly well. They could not dis- 
tinguish the ships plainly but tried 
to hit what they thought were air- 
plane carriers as each flying boat 
commander chose his own angle 
for attack.

WASHINGTON, June 17 (AP).— 
Chairman Donald Nelson of the 
War Production Board expressed 
opposition today to a flat 94 per 
cent excess profits tax for corpora- 
tions, contending it might en- 
danger the war production pro- 
gram. 

He told Chairman Doughton, 
(Dem.), North Carolina, of the 
House Ways and Means Commit- 
tee, which already has tentatively 
approved the 94 per cent rate, 
that if a tax higher than 80 
per cent should be approved, the 
excess above that level should be 
treated as a post-war credit, “pref- 
erably in the form of a Govern- 
ment obligation with definite ma- 
turities.” 

He told Doughton that should 
the committee retain an excess-

Létter to Doughton. 

Nelson's attitude was expressed 
in a letter made public by Dough- 
ton. It said that if the commit- 
tee believed that the total amount 
to be raised by taxation of cor- 
porate profits were to be increased 
greatly, Nelson would urge con- 
sideration of something besides the 
94 per cent excess profits rate — 
“ways that may accomplish the 
objectives with less interference 
with war production and a less ad- 
verse effect on efficiency.” 

Possibly, Nelson suggested, the 
least objectionable method might 
be an increase of the combined 
normal and surtax corporate rate 
above the 40 per cent which the 
committee has adopted tentatively. 

“I want to emphasize,” he wrote, 
“that I share with your commit- 
tee the conviction that the war 
emergency should not yield wind- 
fall profits to any member of the 
community. I am, therefore, in full 
sympathy with heavy taxation of 
all incomes in accordance with the 
principle of ability to pay. 

“I question, however, the advis- 
ability of a flat tax at the rate 
of 94 per cent on ail corporate 
profits above the exemption limits. 
In a situation in which an enter- 
prise is left with only $6 out of 
$100 of additional profits, the pres- 
sure to keep costs down will dim- 
inish dangerously. Such a tax is 
likely to result in a reduction of 
efficiency in the conduct of busi-

Red Gain Near Bryansk. 

More than 400 Germans were 
killed, two tanks were captured 
and an enemy defense position was 
occupied in a Bryansk sector, the 
Soviet Information Bureau said, 
reporting a gain in that region 
about midway between Kharkov 
and Moscow for the second suc- 
cessive day.

LONDON, June 17 (AP). — The 
Polish Government-in-exile an- 
nounced today receipt of word that 
the German Gestapo seized more 
than 1000 persons in a roundup on 
the streets of Warsaw at noon yes- 
terday. 

A Blackshirt detaclment drew a 
cordon around Napoleon Square 


and adjoining streets during the 
swoop and those arrested were car- 
ried off to an undisclosed destina- 


| tion. 


Five thousand persons similarly 
reunded up in Warsaw a few weeks 
ago were sent to forced labor in 
Germany, Polish officials said. 

They asserted word also had 
been received that 12 women and 
three men were hanged publicly 
in Poznan June 8 and left dangling 
48 hours to intimidate the popu- 
lace. They had been accused of 
distributing underground newspa- 


rs, 

Fear of Assassinations. 
Poles here attributed German ac- 
tions to fear that the assassination 
of Reinhard Heydrich, “protector” 
of Bohemia-Moravia, might inspire 
similar attacks in Poland. 

A Bern dispatch quoted a Berlin 
announcement as saying the Ger- 
mans had called up all men of 21 
to 29 in Latvia, Estonia and Lithu- 
ania for a year of labor service in 
the Reich. The three Baltic states, 
absorbed by Russia in 1940, now 
are occupied by German forces. 
An Athens dispatch published in 
L’Osservatore Romano, the Vatican 
City newspaper, said 26,000 Mace- 
donians have been conscripted for 
German labor service. . 
German Women Workers. 
The Bern report further quoted 
Berlin sources as saying 15,000,000 
German women are engaged in war 
work, 9,400,000 of them in various 
kinds of compulsory service. 
Six million are married and 
2,500,000 have children who are 
cared for during the day in Nazi 
party institutions, the report said, 
adding that beginning June 1, 
women took over many police du- 
ties.

ies, more than 150 tanks and many 
planes. 

“All attacks of the Germans were

Soviet detachment on the north- 
western front was reported to have 
occupied a strongly-fortified Ger- 
man pocket of resistance, killing 
more than 400 Germans, 
Aerial Actions. 

Without disclosing the site of the 
attacks, the Information Bureau 
said Russian airmen sank a 3000- 
ton Axis transport and two motor- 
boats and damaged four transports 
and two patrol boats Monday.

Soviet flyers also were credited 
with destroying or damaging 12 
German tanks, 100 motor vehicles 
and 10 anti-aircraft guns and blow- 
ing up a fuel depot, an ammunition 
dump and a train that day. 


SEVASTOPOL FORT

BERLIN (From German Broad- 
casts), June 17 (AP).— The Ger- 
man and Rumanian siege armies 
around Sevastopol have “largely 
extended” their breaches in the 
Russian defense system and thrust 
deep new wedges into the fortified 
lines, but are meeting “bitter re- 
sistance and difficulties of terrain,” 
the German high command said 
today. 

Fort Siberia, one of the impor- 
tant defense bastions, was said to 
have been stormed early this 
mornirg, and other strongly de- 
fended heights and fortifications 
on both flanks of the defense sys- 
tem were reported captured in 
heavy fighting.

Bombers Head for Enemy. 

Time passed slowly and tension 
increased. Lieut. Commander Bob 
Dixon, who had been flying in a 
scouting segment near Ensign 
Smith, flew over to the latter’s 
area and also made “contact” with 
the enemy. Dixon reported the Jap- 
anese in great force with two big 
carriers, many cruisers and de- 
stroyers. He also could see the 
enemy had most of their aircraft 
aboard. 

Hardly had this information ar- 
rived when a huge column of 
smoke was sighted about five miles 
off our port beam, A fighter pilot 
radioed saying he had shot down 
another of the big four-engined 
Japanese Kawanishi patrol boats. 
It was obvious that the Kawanishi 
had seen our fleet and likely that 
its crew had reported our pres- 
ence before crashing. 


At 9:30 a. m. the real striking 
forces of our fleet got off, headed 
for the Japanese fleet. They con- 
sisted of 54 dive bombers, 20 torpe- 
do bombers and 16 fighter planes. 
These forces were combined units 
from the . Lexington and another 
carrier, the name of which must 
not be mentioned for reasons of 
military security. 

As protection for our two car- 
riers, our cruisers and destroyers, 
a-unit of 16 fighters and some 
scout planes were retained. These 
were distributed in various sectors 
of the sky from 20 to 150 miles 
from our ships which were steam- 
ing at 20 knots toward the north- 
east—a straight course for the en- 
emy to reduce as much as possible 
the, distance of the return journey 
for our striking fleet. 


Rear Admiral Aubrey W. Fitch, 
who had been given independent 
command of the Lexington group 
for the anticipated attack by the 
Japanese, disposed his fighters at 
high altitudes, and the scouts at 
low altitudes. 

From one of our scouts came a 
radio call about 10 a. m. “Twelve 
unidentified planes approaching. 
Still 160 miles away on course to 
intercept you.” 

We reasoned that our reporting 
scout had seen part of the Japa- 
nese carrier-borne air fleet soon 
after it had taken off to attack 
the Lexington. Capt. Fred C. Sher- 
man of the Lexington (recently 
promoted to Rear Admiral) and 
our air officers said they believed 
the two air blows—ours against the 
Japanese and theirs against us— 
had been “fired”—that is, the 
planes on both sides had taken off 
—at almost the same time. 


Protection for Carriers. 

Battle stations for the fleet kept 
the Lexington and. the other car- 
rier surrounded by a double line 
of ‘cruisers and destroyers. Any 
torpedo planes coming in low to 
strike at either of the important 
carriers must pass through the 
anti-aircraft barrage of the pro- 
tecting vessels, which also could 
assist the carriers in laying a bar- 
rage against dive bombers. The 
cruisers were perhaps a quarter 
mile off beam on either side and 
destroyers about half a mile away. 

Gradually our speed built up 
from the 15 knots of previous cruis- 
ing to 20. The Lexington maneuv- 
ered into the wind from time to 
time to receive or launch planes. 
The launchings and landings were 
made frequently to keep every 
plane fueled for battle. 

“Katie to carrier,” came the next 
radio warning from our scouts at 
10:50 a. m. “Big force, coming in 
from right ahead 60 miles away.” 

Immediately we knew we were in 
for a knock-down drag-out battle 
with the. Japanese aviation. The 
Lexington turned into the wind at 
once, launching all the reserve 
fighters and scouts that had been 
waiting for this moment.

Here is the third installment 
of Bataan Diary—a remarkable 
day-to-day record of the. heroic 
battle for the Philippines as it 
looked to one of the men whe 
fought it. 

The author. is Lieut. Thomas 
Patrick Gerrity, United States 
Air Corps, a young Chicago flyer | 
who entered the service in 1939, 
won his wings at Randolph 
Field. He kept the diary in a 
dime-store tablet, making many 
of the entries while guns roared 
and planes screamed overhead. 

In the two preceding install- 
ments of his diary, Lieut. Gerrity

8 (Philippine time) down through 

Jan. 19—telling of the retreat to 

Bataan, the bombing of Manila, 

the steady dwindling of Gen. 

MacArthur's inadequate air 

force.’ The last entry of yester- 

day’s installment told how he 

“saw red” as he watched two 

Jap Zeros shoot a Yank flyer 

to death as he parachuted from 

his wrecked plane. 

JAN. 20: Today I went out with 
Gen. ainwright. We _ sighted 
Jap ships off the coast and mo- 
tioned them to come closer so our 
artillery could welcome them. 


JAN. 21: Went forward with 
Gen. Wainwright and Tom Dooley. 
(Lieut. Dooley was aid to Gen. 
Wainwright.) We were notified 
that Jap snipers and machine-gun- 
ners were blocking the road. We 
went to that point, spending two 
hours under sniper fire. 


The general refused to retire to 
safety and continued to direct op- 
erations under’ fire. He finally 
consented to move back and call 
for more troops. 

I confess I was inclined to have 
buck fever my first time under 
sniper fire, when I eouldn’t see the 
enemy and yet knew he saw me. 

(This same day Gen. Mac- 
Arthur’s forces held against a 
heavy Japanese assault in the 
center, Washington said, Army 
bombers accounted for a Jap 
cruiser and left a large tanker 
in flames and a navy torpedo 
boat hit an enemy vessel of 
5000 tons in Subic Bay near Mac- 
Arthur’s lines.) 

JAN. 22: Gen. Wainwright, Tom 
and I went up to the front. Roads 
still blocked by Jap snipers. Tanks 
unable to move forward in that 
area until the general goes up 
with an engineering officer to 
supervise the removal of tank bar- 
riers. 

He sent me back to order the 
tanks up. Two hundred yards past 
me two of them hit land mines 
which blew off their tracks. 

The general apparently never’ 
thinks of his personal safety. I 
finally told him: “Dead generals 
don’t make good generals.” He 
laughed and agreed to retire. 

Plenty of infantry and cavalry 
are now cleaning up the Japs, 
whom they find in considerable 
force. 

(Gen. MacArthur reported that 
all central front positions lost to 
the Japs two days before had 
been recaptured in a counter- 
attack. He added that a single 
Yank raiding party in northérn 
Luzon had put a Jap garrison to 
flight, killing 110.) 

Our First division has been with- 
out food for two days. Gen. Se- 
gundo made his way back along 
the beaches to report his troops 
are outnumbered three to one. We 
couldn't find enough barges to 
take food to them. 

(The next day a Jap army of 
250,000 to 500,000 men attacked 
MacArthur’s lines in Bataan. 
Subic Bay fell to the enemy.) 

JAN. 24: The First division had 
to retire along the beaches. A 
quarter of them wore only under- 
wear. None of them had eaten‘in 
four days. 

Enemy dive bombers are bomb- 
ing incessantly, circling and drop- 
ping bombs as they please, They 
are coming very close to our com- 
mand post, keeping us in -foxholes 
much of the time. 

(The next day Washington 
said Gen. MacArthur’s report 
was “not éptimistic.” Jap war- 
ships were bombarding the west 
coast of Bataan and heavily re- 
inforced Jap land forces were 
advancing.) 

JAN. 26: The general decided) 
to withdraw to a shorter line 
south of Pilar Bigac road. He’s in 
good spirits despite the bad situa- 
tion. The command post was 
moved again. The general, Johnny, 
Tom and I went up to ‘bring in 
the rear guard. ‘The dusty road 
was jammed by busses. Troops 
were walking, riding and sitting 
everywhere. We directed traffic a

Supreme Court and Religious Freedom. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

OU are to be congratulated on your 

editorial, “A Blow to Religious Free- 
dom,” and for the publication of the ex- 
tracts from the dissenting opinions of 
Chief Justice Stone and Justices Black, 
Douglas and Murphy. The 5-to-4 deci- 
sion of the Supreme Court permitting 
municipalities, cities or states to enact 
and enforce ordinances requiring a permit 
or license for the distribution of tracts 
and pamphlets is clearly a blow to the 
constitutional guarantees laid down in 
the Bill of Rights. 

In the historic case of Lovell vs, the 
City of Griffin, Ga., October, 1937, the 
Supreme Court unanimously decided that 
it was unconstitutional for any govern- 
mental body to require a permit or li- 
cense for the distribution of literature, 
in that such ordinances strike at the 
foundation of the freedom of the press. 

Since then, there has been a decided 
trend by the Supreme Court toward the 
curtailment of these fundamental guar- 
‘antees, For the state to attempt to de- 
fine how, where and when an individual 
may worship the Creator is clearly un- 
constitutional and directly opposed to the 
law of God. 

The people of America and Britain who 
still have the power to think clearly will 


be truly alarmed at the 5-to-4 decision. [ 


They should realize that it is possible 
for the democracies to win the war but 
lose the battle. This battle is for the 
perpetuation of those individual human 
rights of free worship, free press and 
free assembly. These principles were 
laid down by the founders of this nation 
in the Bill of Rights; without them a 
nation of free people cannot survive. 
Americans are urged to make every 
sacrifice of men and money to defeat 
the enemy abroad, and confidence in 
their leaders is essential to this end. But 
they cannot maintain that confidence if 
they feel some of the principles for which 
they are fighting are being undermined 
right here at home.

DAWN OF THE AIR-POWER AGE. 

News of a revolution in the science of warfare 
is being reported on the front’ pages of the nation 
every day, and has been for months. ' 

It is told in the correspondents’ dispatches fro 
every fighting front relating how preponderant air 
power means victory to the side that holds it. 

The American people had black months of defeats 
and retreats and capitulatfons, when the enemy had 
air supremacy. The tragedy of the ‘Philippines was 
written in terms of merciless attack from the air 
against an army whose planes were first outnum- 
bered and then destroyed. Our naval losses in the 
Battle of the Java Sea resulted from much the same 
‘Teasons. j 

In the last few weeks gratifying news has come of 
battles won and heavy losses inflicted upon the 
enemy. In every instance, victory has been ours be- 
cause at last the products of our great aircraft fac- 
tories have gone out in sufficient numbers to 
America’s skilled and courageous pilots to win 
‘gupremacy over the enemy. 

As more and more is heard of bombers and fight- 
ers and torpedo planes, less and less issheard of naval 
surface craft, particularly of battleships. 

The Battle of the Coral Sea was the classic ex- 
ample. This crushing American victory was a naval 
battle, but the opposing ships actually made no con- 
tact with one another; every blow was struck by car- 
rier-based aircraft. 

The Battle of Midway, with its huge losses to the 
Japs in ships and men, was won by American air- 
craft. The invasion of Alaska was repelled, with 
further losses to the Japs, by Army and Navy fight- 
ing planes. 

American forces have appeared in two new sectors 
in the last few days. Each time their blows were | 
struck by means of air power. On the Eastern front, 
American flyers came to the aid of the hard-pressed 
Russians by bombing Nazi thstallations in Rumania 
and on the Black Sea. In the Mediterranean, it was 
reported yesterday, they co-operated with the R. A. F. 
in inflicting heavy damage on the Italian fleet. 
These facts, and others like them, have had a pro- 
found influence upon the long debate of battleship 
vs. airplane. It came to an abrupt stop when Jap 
planes sent to the bottom Britain’s mighty Prince 
of Wales and Repulse, which had gone to sea with- 
out aerial protection. It was a painful lesson, and a 
lesson that is being heeded. ' 
The revolution in warfare took effect in Congress 
yesterday, when the House Naval Committee ap- 
proved an $8,550,000,000 ship construction bill which 
emphasizes airplane carriers and omits battleships. 
This policy was approved at the same time in state- 
ments by Senate Naval Committee members, who 
agreed that air power must have right of way over 
construction of battlewagons. 

This is not to say, of course, that the day of 
armies and navies is over; that the aerial arm can 
win wars alone. Mass bombing raids may do enorm- 
ous damage on the Continent, but undoubtedly a 
land invasion will be necessary to defeat the Nazis. 
Warships can still do effective work with aircraft 
serving as their long-range eyes and their defenders, 

Just now, however, the facts dictate concentration 
on aircraft and plane-carrier construction. So the 
Navy and the committees of Congress recommend 
that no new battleships be started, and that cruisers 
now under construction be changed in design so they 
can serve as carriers. Destroyers, fast cruisers and 
submarines are needed to combat the U-boats and 
other commerce raiders. But the super-battleships, 
long the dream of Navy men, is out. 

Theory gives way to experience. 
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THE SILVER BLOC BUCKS THE WAR EFFORT, 

Selfishness, it seems, is about to triumph over 
the necessities of the war effort. Members of the 
Senate silver bloc have let it be known that they 
intend to block the administration’s request to use 
about 53,000 tons of Government-owned silver as a 
substitute for scarce copper in munitions plants. 

Although Donald M. Nelson, Secretary Morgen- 
thau and Jesse Jones have pleaded with them, these 
Senators are said to be holding their ground be- 
cause they fear such permission might mean the 
end of the present silver purchasing policy. They 
may, so they condescendingly hint, work out some 
bill which would permit the “borrowing” of silver, 
provided it was later reclaimed. 

What it boils down to is that, for the sake of a 
handful of mining constituents, these men intend 
to keep on forcing the Government to buy silver at 
about twice its market value—and for no reasonable | 
purpose. In times when the nation is inveighing 
against profiteering and trying by all manner of 
means to cut down its purchasing power, what | 
sort of patriotism is this? 
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DISILLUSIONMENT.

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MAYOR GAGE IN ST. LOUIS. 

In his talk in St. Louis yesterday, Mayor John B. 
Gage, under whom Kansas City has had a civic re- 
birth, gave out a valuable formula for the creation 
and maintenance of a staff of municipal employes, 
He does not favor the spoils system, and for obvious 
reasons.

AS TO HONORARY DEGREES. 

In this season of college commencement celebra- 
tions, the American Council on Public Affairs comes 
forward with a suggestion for the elimination or, 
at least, the de-emphasis of one of the major features 
of these festivities—the awarding of honorary 
degrees. 

With a distinguished exception here and there, 


extreme where it loses meaning. Doctorates are con- 
ferred in the hope of a substantial gift from the Te- 
cipient or in acknowledgment of one. It is done so 
that schools may bask in the publicity that goes 
with a name more distinguished than their own. 
Even among scholars, the custom has, in many cases, 
been turned into a sort of mutual admiration society. 
By an exchange of honors, they enlarge the space 
devoted to them in “Who’s Who.” 

Much of the respect which should attach to higher 
degrees has been forfeited because they are awarded 
on a mass production basis; because, since many 
school administrators unwisely insist on them as a 
necessary qualification of a teacher, thousands be- 
come candidates for them merely to clear an obstacle 
in the way of a job. Under these circumstances, it 
certainly does not help to proclaim wealthy saysage- 
stuffers or boiler-builders to be Doctors of Letters, 
Laws or Philosophy. 

The doctorate needs refurbishing. It ought to be 
conferred on serious scholars, and, rarely and with 
the greatest of cireumspection, on persons whose non- 
academic accomplishments measure up to the honor. 
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DISCRIMINATION AT THE SMALL ARMS PLANT? 

Is there discrimination agaifst Negro employes at 
the small arms ammunition plant in St. Louis? The 
question is one'for immediate answer.

From an Address by Milo Perkins, Executive Director of the Board 
of Economic Warfare, at Swarthmore College. 


E are engaged in a struggle that 

transcends the present war. Thig is 

a long, long fight to make a mass pro- 
duction economy work. The battle started 
when machines became important in the 
lives of men. 
the generation following this conflict. 

Thée battle will be won when we’ have 
built up mass consumption to a point where 
markets can absorb the output of our mass 
production industries running at top speed. 

Complete victory will not be won until 
there is a full and increasing use of the 
world’s resources to lift living standards 
from one end of this planet to the other, 
The twentieth century is a time set apart 
for the winning of this total triumph. 
Humanity is not going back to the wolf 
stage. 

Men lost their battle to avoid this war. 
It was lost primarily because the world 
was unable to distribute what it had 
learned how to produce. 

Today we realize, as we never did in 
peacetime, how important an all-out pro- 
duction effort is to our national strength. 
We are going at it like men killing snakes. 
We are building the machines with which 
to wipe the tyrants from the face of the 
earth. Our young men are fighting like 
tigers to keep thig a free world. 
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Their courage will bring us final military 
victory, when we shall have the greatest 
production of raw materials, the greatest 
industrial plant and ,the greatest number 
of skilled workers in all history. All this 
will exist side by side with intense want 
throughout every land. The bridging of 
that gap will present the greatest challenge 
any generation of young people ever faced. 

Better than half of our industrial output 
at the end of this year will be going to 
one customer—our own Government. The 
business will exceed 70 billion dollars a 
year. Any attempt to stop that purchas- 
ing power abruptly would result in com- 
plete bankruptcy. There must be a grad- 
ual and .sensible unwinding. 

Capital investment in heavy goods for 
reconstruction must replace capital invest- 
ment in armaments at a rate adequate to 
maintain full employment. Any wavering 
in this course will bring a tragedy worse 


-than war. We can and should have open 


discussion about the various methods of 
using our resources to the utmost. But 
that is quite different from questioning 
the necessity of their full utilization. 

Full-blast ‘production for a gradually ris- 
ing standard of living will be as necessary 
to win the peace as all-out production now 
is to win the war. It will be physically 
possible. Our No. 1 post-war job will be 
to make it fiscally possible. If we can do 
that, private enterprise will enter upon an 
era of unparalleled activity, 

The greatest untapped markets industrial 
capitalism has ever known will open up 
before us. Their development will be the 
one hope for our profit system. Industrial 
capitalism cannot survive without those 
markets. Of course, it won't be. easy. 

There will be the problem of how to get 
purchasing power the hands of poten- 
tial customers they can become real 


customers.’ There will be the problem of 
displaced worker in our armament indus-

tries. It will be hard, but it won’t be any 
tougher than winning thig war. 

The plain people of this earth know what 
they want in the post-war period. Above 
all else, they want to be wanted; they 
want a chance to work and be useful. 
They want an income which will give 
them enough food and clothing and shel- 
ter and medical care to drive the fear of 
want from the family fireside. And they 
want these simple things within a society 
that guarantees their civil liberties. 

The plain people will work hard for all 


this, and they will walk any reasonable 


roads to these ends, But the chains of 
the ages have snapped. The one thing 
they won’t do is to take No for a final 
answer to their cry for full employment. 

“But,” some people ask, “how are we 
going to do all this?” The question sounds 
reasonable enough at first glance. Actually,

We are not short on blueprints. What 
we are short on is faith in the future of 
our own country. Let’s not put the cart 
before the horse.

When a whole people is dedicated to one 
goal, no obstacle on earth can stand against 
the singleness of purpose.

11:16% a. m—"“Here they come,” 
sang the lookouts. “Enemy tor- 


“Hard starboard,” 
Sherman in a conversational tone 
to his helmsman. This maneuver 
was to present only the stern to 
the torpedo. But a ship, even a 
fast ship like the Lexington moves 
at a snail’s pace compared with 
planes. 


Fire From 100 Guns. 


And as the Captain spoke, the 
Japanese aircraft hove into view, 
slim silver monoplanes, low, spread- 
ing out fan-like, diving in directly 
toward our port side at high speed. 
Later I heard it estimated this was 
250 miles an hour. As soon as they 
came into view all the 100-odd guns 
on the valiant old Lexington broke 
into flame. : 


There was the sharp “wham, 


inchers, The slow bark of the 
1.1 inchers, and the stutter of the 
smaller weapons. A hellish chorus, 
uneven and jerky, but with a pow- 
er that left us, there on the bridge, 
gasping in partial vacuums created 
by the blasts. 

More action from my battle notes 
expanded from the few words I 
wrote at the moment; 

11:17 a. m—The Japanese were 
so low that I saw two lead planes 
pull up to skim over our protect- 
ing cruiser, Ih an instant one was 
obliterated in a flash of flame—it 
must have been a direct hit from 
the cruiser’s guns, The other kept 
right on coming. 

The Lexington was still swing- 
ing, however, and because only her 
slender stern was presented the 
Japanese changed course, paral- 
leled us and when abreast turned 
once more toward our left side. 
They were flying right into a hail 
of tracer bullets from our small 
weapons. They were close, only 
800 to 1000 yards away and we 
could see clearly as they began 
dropping their torpedoes. 

11:17% a. m.—Eight of those 
Japanese. braving our fire dropped 
their “fish,” then they continued 
straight in toward us. The longing: 
pair were right down on the water, 
so low that they zoomed up to get 
over us. Both would have passed 
right over the forepart of the 
deck, 


Enemy Planes Downed. | 


| then, 


bang, bang,” went our 
anti-aircraft. Then the prolonged 
“whaasaaasaaaaa” of the Japa- 


dnese dive bombers coming right 


down on us, all guns blasting as 
they came. We could see their 


fellows don’t dive 
bomb like our men. They aren't 


coming straight down, only about 
50 degrees.” 


Bomb Misses Control Center. 

As the thought crossed my brain 
I saw a black blur'whip across 
between the bridge island and the 
funnel, a space of about 15 feet. 
The object cleared the rail by 
inches, hit the water and blasted. 
It was a Japanese 1000-pound 
bomb that would have removed all 
of us on the bridge island—the 
main control center for the entire 
ship, had it been a little closer. 
In passing it had struck the siren 
lanyard housing, causing the big 
whistle on the funnel to begin to 
howl. This continued, incidentally 
—a long, low, groaning note that 
probably expressed the pain and 
agony of the doomed Lexington 
perfectly—for many minutes, 

11:22 a, m.— "—Once more 
the Lexington lurched beneath our 
feet. The fourth torpedo hit. 

11:22% .a. m.— “Baloom” — now 
the fifth torpedo, all on the port 
side, amidships and forward. Look- 
ing off the bridge I could see the 
water foaming and laced with tor- 
pedo trails. They seemed to be 
coming from all directions and in 
unlimited numbers. 

I looked out to starboard to 
aee how the rest of the ships were 
faring and counted five planes 

on the water. Japanese 
planes going away were being fol- 
lowed by our starboard that 
trailed tracers into and after them. 

I saw a huge waterspout near 
the other carrier and I thought— 
she’s being hit too. Later I found 
it was a miss by a huge bomb. 


And Still They Come On. 

The dive bombers still were com- 
ing down, only a second or so 
apart. Most of their bombs were 
falling toward the after end of the 
ship, close but not quite hitting. 

I looked up. We could see the 
Japanese machines diving in a 
chain. As I watched I could see 
a bomb leave a plane. The plane 
would continue down, gradually 
flattening. Its machine guns and 
wing cannon would wink mo- 
mentarily, it would sweep over the 
Lexington’s deck and then would 
become a tiny shape, swiftly di- 
minishing in size as it sped away. 

11:25 a. m.—‘Seven more tor- 
pedo planes,” the lookouts called 
again. “From the port side.” 

The anti-aircraft fire was so hot 
that the pilots in those planes were 
anxious to get away. They failed 
to press home the attack like the 
first group. All of them dropped 
their torpedoes while still at a 45- 
degree glide and more than 200 
feet above the water and: then 
turned away, never coming closer 
than within 1500 yards of the Lex- 
ington. 

Again we swung to avoid the tor⸗

The cruiser’s gunners got a direct 
hit on one of the two planes. The 
plane just disappeared in a clap 
of thunder and flame, : 
Sudden Silence. 


11:32 a. m.—The last of the dive 


his 
bomb fell close but missed and 
suddenly there was silence. 


around us, downed by our planes 
and ship’s guns. The guns.in all 
took 19, a record high for a fight 
of this kind. Our pilots, heroes 
every one, got 24. 

Lieut. Hall in a scout downed 
two torpedo planes and then, when 
attacked by five Zeros, turned so 
effectively on them that he got 
two more. In recounting the ac- 
tion he reported: “The other three 
escaped in a cloud.” 

Right through the hurricane of 
bombing and torpedoing came a 
little yellow life raft — the kind 
that all our airplanes carried. On 
it was a pilot who had been shot 
down in air combat. He was drift- 
ing but the fleet, speeding along 
at 20 to 25 knots, passed all around 
him so that for a few minutes he 
was in the heart of our formations. 

Not a vessel stopped—to stop at 
such a time was suicidal. But our 
lookouts reported him to Capt. 
Sherman. I looked at him through 
binoculars and saw that he was 
waving and cheering each ship as 
it went past him. He was not call- 
ing for help. He was cheering his 
shipmates as they went on past 
him in battle. I learned later 
Capt. Sherman had signaled. the 
last destroyer trailing the fleet to 
pick him up and this was done, 
Still Keeping Up. 

The Lexington, despite all her 
beating, was keeping up with the 
fleet. She had a six-degree list to 
the port side. The fire, however, 
had been put out. Even as the last 
Japanese dive bomber was depart- 
ing, however, the ship began re- 
turning to an even keel. 

I overheard some of the tele- 
phone conversation on Capt. Sher-

Our forward 1.1 battery had the 
range of the first Japanese. I could 
see their shells, bright crimson 
tracer, tearing through the wings 
and fuselage. This plane wavered, 
began a slow roll to its left, and 
veered off just enough to pass in 
an inverted position just under our 
bow. As it passed I saw flames 
coming from the tail and the ma- 
chine dived into the water 50 feet 
off our starboard (right) bow. 

The five-inch forward battery, 
manned by Marines, laid its fire on 
the second Japanese. As this plane 
zoomed to cross almost directly 
over the Marines’ guns they hit it 
squarely with a shell, The plane 
flew to bits. Its engine plunged 
into the water, almost at the foot 
of the battery, shreds of its wings 
and tail surface slithered along the 
carrier’s deck. 

The other Japanese flyers were 
trying to pass astern. There sim- 
ilar fusillades were concentrated 
on them. 

11:18% a.m.—The Lexington shud- 
dered under our feet, and a heavy 
blast flashed in a spout of water 
on our port side, forward. It was 
a torpedo. 

The wakes of others could be 
seen streaking toward us. Some of 
these torpedoes were porpoising 
(nosing up out of the water and 
thén diving deeply as: though their 
control mechanism had been dam- 
aged). Their wicked noses looked 
to me like death incarnate. I had 
the illusion they were alive, were 
breaking water to keep at us and 
then dive again, after having made| 
sure of their courses.

11:20 a. m—‘Wham”"—another 
torpedo hit.

Of Infected 
Gallbladder 


By 
Logan Clendening, M. D. 


E have spoken in the previ- 
| W ous two articles of the causes 
and the nature of gallbladder 
disease. Most of this we have 
found to be infection due to the 
constant stream of bacteria and 
toxins which come through the 
portal stream the intestine 
into the liver. Gallbladder disease 
is naturally very common and 
about 40 per cent of all adults have 
some degree of it, ranging from a 
mild catarrhal inflammation of the 
gallbladder to actual gallstones. 

As we said, also, the manifesta- 
tions of gallbladder disease are 
mostly dyspepsia, such as lack of 
appetite, discomfort after meals, 
especially formation of gas and 
bele . The severe cases of gall- 
stone colic with pain and jaundice 
are greatly in the minority. 

What to do about a given case 
depends on the judgment of the 
physician. It is always possible to 
operate on thees cases when the 
attacks become crippling or inter- 
fere with daily comfort and daily 
health, but it is also true that many 
of them go on for years 
causing very little trouble. For 
instance, in a series of cases re- 
ported to the American Medical 
Association, 87 per cent of chronic 
cases had satisfactory relief over 
an average of more than eight 
years without an operation. 

* * 

IN THE MANAGEMENT of 
these cases the diet should receive 
the utmost consideration,: In the 
first place, we know—as pointed 
out in an earlier article this week 
—that a fat diet will empty the 
gallbladder and since most of its 
trouble ig due to the retention of 
infective material, the use of the 
yolk of an egg or toast heavily 
coated with butter once or twice 
a day will drain a mildly infected 
gallbladder as well as anything 
else, : 

Incidentally, it is also known 
that many of the cathartic salts 
will drain the gallbladder and a 
small dose of phosphate of soda 
in a half-glass of water in the 
morning before breakfast has a 
very beneficial effect. Bile salts 
are often given to modify the 
thickness of the bile. 

Most important of all, however, 
is to keep the amount of any meal 
down. A study of a large series 
of cases indicates that most of the 
attacks of gallstone colic or from 
an infected gallbladder come on at 
10 or 11 o’clock at night after the 
— —— has gone to bed after a 
eavy evening meal,

Suggested articles for such a diet 
are: 

Breakfast: Melba toast with 
butter; cooked cereal with cream;

Luncheon: Custard; a small 
serving of fish or meat. 

Dinner: Baked potato with but- 
ter; small serving of meat; toast 
with butter; stewed or fresh fruit.
